Thirty-six members of . the 
board were present, all .vot- 
ing for Murrie, The 37th 
supervisor is in Europe. 

Supervisors, arc sealed ac- 
cording to seniority, moving 
up from the last row to the 



first row as hew s members 
are elected. In his twelve 
years as supervisor, Murrie 
has moved up from the last 
seat to the first, row, and Is 
now ninth in seniority. " 

As Murrie started his sec- 
ond term as chairman of the 
board, he told the supervis- 
ors that they face many prob- 
lems in the year ahead, as 



they move to the "hew admin 
fslration building "The 
Board must reach some de- 
cision as to whether or not 
to proceed with the second 
and third phases of the con- 
struction, the courthouse and 
the jail," Murrie said. "Also, 
we face a serious shortage of 
of beds at the county home. 
We must decide whether to 
build a new County Home or 
consider fully utilizing the 
County Hospital and Tuber- 
culosis Sanitarium." 

."The Public Works Depart- 
ment is moving slowly," Mur- 
rie said, "but is showing 
some progress in acquiring 
small water and sewage de- 
partments. However, even- 
tually we must face the prob : 
lem of sewage disposal in the 



western part of the county." 
"While we face all these 
problems we must' keep up- 
permost In our minds the 
problem of staying within 
our budget." 

The county board will 
meet again Friday, at which 
time committees will be ap- 
pointed. Tuesday 'Robert 
Depkc of Warren Township 
was ^appointed chairman of 
the- Committee on Commit- 
tees and Joseph. Welch, Cuba 
Township, Committee *on 
Rules. 

• Murrie said the question 
on whethe r or not to 
proceed with the building of 
the. new courthouse and jail 
would probably be consider- 
ed at the June meeting. "1 
don't think anyone questions 
the need for these facilities, 
particularly the jail," he 
said.. "But It's a question 
of finances. The majority 
will probably favor the con- 
struction," 

"In the matter of public 
works, how much we can do 
will depend a good deal on 
htfW much we can get in Fed- 
eral grants,," Mui'rlc said.

The 'new siren represents 
many months of work by Ed 
Frazier, Civil Defense Direc- 
tor. He has worked hard 
both at gathering informa- 
tion as to the best siren for 
the town, specifications and 
price and in convincing the 
village board of the need for 
( thc siren. 

The siren was installed 
Tuesday under the supervi- 
sion of Supt. of Public Works 
Edgar Simonsen and the vil- 
lage engineer. In a test the 
same day, it was' thought that 
the siren could not. be heard 
clearly enough in some parts 
of town and that it might be 
necessary to lower it. . 

The siren can be operated 
either manually or by con- 
trols at the police station 
and at tiic Antioch Answer- 
ing service. Tornado warn- 
ings can be relayed direct 
from the. sheriffs office.

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A Move To Monopoly 

. Some bills keep popping tip -in the Illinois 

legislature, session after session, with a pe'rsis- 

. tence .that shovvs >thc grim determination of the 

prdponents of the action to finally achieve their 

aim. 

One of those recurring attempt's is the ef- 
fort to legalize branch banking in Illinois. So far, 
the effort has been defeated by the. opposition 
of the Illinois Banking Rankers Association and 
the many comptfHitively small banks Vvho back 
the Association's stand. 

Branch banking is being promoted by the 
already huge Chicago banks, who would like to 
grow even Jargcr by establishing branches 
throughout the state. The evils of monopolistic 
banking are obvious enough. With a cjiain of 
"banks throughout the state, and the resulting 
huge revenue and power, one bank could deter- 
mine, which areas would grow, which companies 
would receive credit for expansion. Backed by 
the enormous power of a huge system", they 
would smother many of the small independent 
banks, and soon control the destiny of whole 
areas. Their political power would grow with 
their expansion. 

The' independent banker has traditionally 
been the. center and the moving spirit behind the 
growth and expansion of each community. He 
has supported and financed the growth of busi- 
ness and industry in his town. The local banker 
is usually a leader in the civic affairs of his com- 
munity, working and helping to finance the im- 
provement of his town. 

What would branch banking give a town to 
replace the close association of the local bank 
with the life of the community? More interest on 
deposits, easier credit? No, only more red tape, 
a further move, to the establishment of more big 
business, with no interest in the future of the 
communities into which they aspire to moye 4

More than one-third of all 
funds contributed to the Am? 
ei;ican Cancer Society is in- 
vested in research — over $15 
million in 1900. 

By 1970. the Society hopes 
to lie able to "close some of 
the critical gaps in cancer 
research" with "a minimum 
annual expenditure of $20 
million for sound projects." 

This estimate. Morris 
Pickus, Crusade Chairman Of 
Antioch said today, "is based 
on experience in making re : 
search grants over a period 
of more than 20 years." 

Each year the Society is 
faced with Hie problem or 
not. having sufficient funds to 
suppporl all research proj- 
ects tiiat scientific advisory 
committees approve arid rec- 
ommend. 

The Chairman said, "Criti- 
cal gaps exist.in the research 
attack on cancer at a time' 
when promise is high. There 
is not only urgent need for 
the development and . explor- 
ation of new ideas, but also 
need for more trained and 
qualified research scientists.
